REPORT 
OF 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT Now 1. 


Evpr:pGE H. Noyes, Prudential Committee, 


Ist Term,.—Miss Hattie E. Noyes, Teacher. School-9 weeks; 
scholars; 14; average attendance, 12 2-9; cost of school, $63. 

We were sorry that the very acceptable services of Miss 
Noyes could not have been retained through the season. Her 
school was pleasant and profitable. 

2d Term.—Miss Flora J. Harris, teacher. School, 8 weeks ; 
scholars, 18; average attendance, 13 1-2; cost, $64. 

3d Term—Same teacher; school, 10 weeks; scholars, 14; 
average attendance, 10 2-3; cost, $80. 

A well conducted school each term. Good progress in all 
the studies. In reading, spelling and writing marked improv- 
ment. Several causes reduced the school the last term, and 
the want of numbers detracted from its interest. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Esen §. Taxsor, Prudential Committee. 


1st Term—Miss Emma A. Judkins, teacher; school, 10 
weeks; scholars, 62; average attendance, 54; cost, $110. 

2d Term —Same teacher; school, 10 weeks; scholars, 60; 
average attendance, 49; cost, $110. 

3d Term.—Same teacher; school, 10 weeks; scholars, 54; 
average attendance, 45; cost, $110. 

This school remains over-crowded, while the great disparity 
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in the ages, the still greater in the attainments of]the pupils, 
embarrasses its classification, discipline and instruction. The 
school was materially reduced the last term, the average age 
was higher, and there was much greater comfort and benefit 
derived from it. 

The teacher was unwearied in her labors, and quite accepta- 
ble to the most of her scholars, but she was not equal to the 
task imposed upon her by such aschool. Indeed, the experi- 
ment of conducting this scbool to profitable results, as now 
constituted, has gone on quite too long. The teachers labor 
at too great. a disadvantage, the scholarship, comfort and 
health of the pupils seriously suffer; while, in the judgment 
of the committee, money and time, which is still more  pre- 
cious, are sadly wasted. We wonder not that many of the 
scholars are kept out of school, nor that we hear it said again 
_and again, ‘‘ Our children get along in their studies much 
faster at home than at school.” 


DISTRICT No. 3. 
JoHN Titcoms, Prudential Committee. 


1st Term.—Miss Helen M. Merrill, teacher; school, 9 
weeks; scholars, 27; average attendance, 24; cost, $63. 

2d Term.— Miss Mary D. Webster, teacher; school, 12 1-2 
weeks; scholars, 27; average attendance, 22; cost, $87 50. 

This school was in charge of superior teachers, and each term 
excellent results were attained. An attractive house and sur- 
roundings, a pleasant and well-kept school-room, a _ bright,  or- 
derly and studious school, presided over by ladies, emulous of 
doing honor to their office, made our official visits quite the re- 
verse of a task. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Joun D. Ornpway, Prudential Committee. 


1st Term.—Miss Persis H. Poore, teacher ; school, 10 weeks; 
scholars, 22; average attendance, 18 1-5; cost, $75 50. 

2d Term.—Same teacher; school, 11 weeks; scholars, 17; 
average attendance, 12; cost, $85 25. 

3d Term.—Same teacher. This term is still in session. 

The scholarship and deportment of this school have been quite 
satisfactory through the year. A few cases of temporary in- 
subordination to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

Miss Poore is now on her fifth term with this school, and still 
retains her popularity, and deservedly, too. 
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DISTRICT No. 5. 


Horace ApaAms, Prudential Committee.” 

1st Term.—Miss Lizzie S. Hoyt, teacher; school, 7 weeks; 
scholars, 6; average attendance, 5 1-2; cost, $35. 

2d Term.—-Same teacher; school, 14 weeks; scholars, 6; 
average attendance 4 1-2 cost, $70, 

The routine of this school, so small and the pupils so young, 
was dull work indeed, and depressing both to the teacher and 
the scholars. Only an exceptionally bright teacher, full of in- 
ventive genius and scholarly resources, can enter upon such a 
task with hope of success, 


DISTRICT No. 6. 
J.M. Arnorp, Prudential Committee. 


1st Term.—Miss Susie M. Clifford, teacher ; school, 8 weeks; 
scholars, 20; average attendance, 1838-4; cost, $52. 

2d Term.—-Same teacher} school, 15 weeks; scolars, 21; av- 
erage attendance, 18 7-9; cost, $95 50. 

A lower standard of order and study might have been more 
acceptable to some of those with whom Miss Clifford had to do; 
but, in that case, those who attended school for legitimate pur- 
poses would have lost much, nor could the teacher afford to 
win the few at the price of losing her own self-respect and the 
gratitude of the many, whom she has so largely benefitted by 
holding a firm and steady sway over them, while wisely and 
cheerfully leading them on in their studies. 

The school house in No, 6 reflects great honor upon the Dis- 
trict, and with care to select and countenance thorough teach- 
ers, and all good endeavors to secure the regular and punctual 
attendance of all the scholars, this school would do a still 
greater honor to the house and to the town. 


DISTRICT Non Tt 


STEPHEN Hoyt, Prudential Committee, 


fe Term.-—Miss Mary E. Spollett, teacher; school, 9 weeks; 
scholars, 29; average atteneance, 27 1-2; cost; $O4. 

Miss Spollett did not secure so full and steady control of her 
school as was desirable. <A fair amount of progress, however, 
with a majority of the pupils was attained , 

2d Term.—Miss Sadie J. Nichols, teacher; school, 14 
weeks; scholars, 29; average attendance, 22; cost, $108 50. 
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During the first weeks of this school Miss Nichols had but 
indifferent health—there was also sickness among the  schol- 
ars, She conducted a term here last year with marked suc- 
cess, and but for these unfortunate circumstances she doubtless 
would have done even better this year, as all were anticipating 
her return. 

In review of our schools for the year, we find evidence of a 
larger measure of general prosperity than during the previous 
year. 


The Prudential Committees have secured the services of 
teachers, with one or two exceptions, of experience, of merit, 
and of devotion to their important profession. Harmony be- 
tween all parties concerned has prevailed, with scarce a serious 
exception, and in all cases, where insuperable obstacles, for 
which the teachers are not responsible, did not exist, there 
has been marked and solid progress in the schools. 

There has been an improvement in the visitation of the 
schools, though there is still great need of a more lively interest 
- in this direction on the part of parents. 

There are indications of neglect to to keep the school-houses 
and their appurtenances in good and timely repair. The old 
proverb, ‘‘ A stitch in time &c.,”’ applies to other things be- 
sides wardrobes; and, if our observation is not at fault, the 
small breaks and holes in the plastering, a dilapidated door, 
window, desk or chair, a marred or worn black-board, &c., in the 
school-house, or an uncanny out-house, if neglected, is a sore 
temptation to our lively boys and girls to make matters worse. 

The moral of all which is this, keep things in good repair in 
and about the school-houses. 

The observations of another year, add strength to former 
convictions, that radical changes ought to be made in several of 
the Districts. The school in No. 5 is far, very far from paying 
its cost, while that in No. 2,though for quite an opposite rea- 
son, is certainly under a dark cloud. The division and grad- 
ing of this school might dispel the cloud, and the money now 
expended upon it do a vast deal more good. 

But a better and larger policy would be if Districts No. 1, 
2, 3 and 5 could be so reconstructed as to fill each of the ex- 
cellent school-rooms in these Districts, first-named. The pop: 
ulation is so distributed that this could be done, as it seems 
to the committee, without unreasonable inconvenience to any, 
and with very great good accruing to the whole. 

We submit these suggestions without any detail of argu- 
ment, simply commending them to the candid reflection and 
action of the parties most nearly concerned. 
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' Ere another Annual Report is called for, it is now confi- 
dently axpected, that ‘‘The High School House” will be 
ready for occupancy; and the school itself ready to be inau- 
rated, In the prospect of these interesting events, the pre- 
sent committee has deemed it not advisable to make any 
change in the text-books of our schools during this year. 

Though several changes are greatly needed, it has been 
thought that they could be made to better advantage to the 
town when the program of studies for the High School shall 
have been arranged. Respectfully submitted.
